Effigy Mounds will celebrate the culture of the Ioway, the Ho-Chunk, and the Winnebago with a 

free event filled with American Indian music, dance, arts, and food the whole family will enjoy. 

Effigy Mounds activities will start at 10:30 a.m., running concurrently at the outdoor stage and throughout the 

tented area behind the visitor center.  There will be songs and drumming along with demonstrations of pottery 

making and other fine arts and crafts.  The atlatl will be demonstrated in the afternoon.  Traditional food and 

Native American handcrafts will be for sale. The event will conclude with a Native American Dance program 

presented by Pete Fee and his family at 3:30 PM
